40,000 Cotton 
Workers Seek 
Higher Pay 


Charlotte, N. C., April 2 — M't— 


Picketing began in earnest today 
as close to 40,000 CIO cotton and 
rayon workers in the south struck 
for higher wages. 


Negotiations between mill man- 


agement and the Textile Workrs 
Union of America broke of! with 
no agreement over the weekend. 
The union president, Kmil Ricve, 
went to Greensboro and establish- 
ed strike headquarters. 


The first picketing started 
as 


third shift workers were due 
to 


come on at some mills late last 
night. However, the p i c k e t ing 
started in full force early 
today 


as the first shift was to begin. 


The strike followed a two-week 


truce requested by 
the 
defense 


department.. Many mills are pro- 
ducing war materials. 


The union is demanding 13 cents 


more an hour, plus 
a 
cost of 


living adjustment and 
improved 


pension and insurance benefits. 


Rievc 
said 
no southern 
mill 


management had made 
an 
ac- 


ceptable offer. He said the 
best 


offer was for seven cents an hour, 
by M. W. Lowenstein and. 
That 


included the cost of 
living 
for- 


mula if such an escalator clause 
also was incorporated in contracts 
by a majority of southern union- 
ized mills. 


The strike technically started at 


midnight Saturday, when the ex- 
tended contracts expired. But since 
most mills don't begin their week's 
work until late Sunday, with us- 
ually lighter third shifts, the full 
impact was not felt until the first 
shift was due early today. 


There are about 450,000 cotton- 


rayon textile workers in the soutn. 
About 90,000 are members of the 
Textile Workers Union of America 
<TWUA>, 
CIO. However,

union contracts have not expired.
